Medical Student Builds Unique Heart-Sound Recorder 

Ziman Builds 
Machine At His 
Own Expense 


• JOINING WITH half of the ac- 
credited colleges and universities in 
> the country, the Student Council 
last week voted to become a niem- 
ber pf the National Student Fed-, 
eration of America. 

The Federation Is an association 
of Student Councils from several 
hundred schools throughout the 
country. Central o ces are now 
. located In New Ybrk City, hut in- 
dications are that the organization 
may shift Its headquarters to Wash- 
ington. and hold Its annual conven- 
tions here in the nation's capital. 

Advantages of membership In the 
Federation are numerous. The or-, 
gahtcation serves as a central clear- 
ing house for Information and com- 
plete reports OD any phase of stu- 
dent government or student life. 
The NSFA sponsors debate tours 
of American studenis abroad, and 
of foreign students here.

spMker amplifier to play back the 
sounds after they are recorded.

School, dealing with the heart and

Activity Representatives May 
Really Useful; Cue and Curtains 
Problems Solved; Budget Question.

• IT IS TOTALLY unwarranted 
to say that the activity repre- 
sentatives on the Student Coun- 
cil are "not wanted"; "have no 
basis for their existence"; or 
that "the Council is being con- 
tinually hampered by the live ac- 
tivity members." 

It may be quite true that aome 
persons do not "want" the activity 
delegates - notably those who have 
felt the sting of active, vigorous 
criticism from those delegates. But 
would it be any solution simply to 
remove the delegates? 

Politically, yea-^i{ would ease 
President Gardner from the strain 
of having to defend hit inept ad- 
ministration. Practically, it would 
do a lot to weaken an already stag- 
gering student government. 

As to the "basis for their exist- 
ence,” the delegates have a clear, 
generally recognized right to seats 
— based on the confirmed opinion 
of last year's Reorganization Com- 
mittee. Ted Pierson proposed a 
Council composed entirely of "func- 
tional” officers, but the committee 
did not want to separate the Coun- 
cil entirely from actlvltes. 

Htudent Government Needs 
Activity Repreaentatlon 

So it was decided to give activi- 
ties a substantial representation. 
That is highly logical, since student 
government <lf the term may be 
fairly used) governs nothing but ac- 
tivities. Those who call for aboli- 
tion of such activity representation- 
shOpld recall the qld precept about 
the "consent of the governed.” That 
is still a fairly good dbclrlnt. , 

These facts were brought before 
the Reorgahlzatlon Committee by 
Serv^e's president of last year, 
Billy Rochelle. Billy proposed. In 
fact, an all-Actlvlty Council, slight- 
ly cu# down from the old Council’s 
unwieldy numbers. He fought long 
and vigorously for his, project— but 
In the end a compromise Was, 
worked out. 

Percentage Is 2-torl 

That comprornise was that we 
should have a Councihx composed 
largely of "function^” officers— the 
"directors” — who wpuld have defl- 
nitb duties; plus Aset of activity 
delegates who would assist in the 
'Council's work as a legislature. 

That is our present Council: nine 
functional officer^ and five activity 
representatives. The percentage is 
almbst 2 to 1; so it cannot be al- 
leged that the activity men are 
“hampering” the .Council, or at- 
tempting to "destroy” It. 

The further criticism is made that 
the Council Is subject to the 
’‘whims” of these representatives. 
Whims! Can any student recall 


Council members? Certainly Coun- 
cil members can.

When it comes to voting on- mat- 
ter.'? before the Council, the activity 
represenlatlvey are as well qualified 
as the other members. And as far 
as that's conoerne(|, what business 
would the Freshman Director have 
in voting on a matter cpricernlhg 
the office of the Intramural Direc- 
tor? Or the' Advocate -In, passing 
Judgment on, the program of the 
Forum Director? 

A more legitimate , criticism , Is 
that the delegates Have n^ had 
many assignments of Coupcil duties. 
It seems reasonkbie that- they should

. Set the maximum of 80 members 
to the club, 40 co-eds and 40 men 
and a well-rounded club could be 
maintained. This would cost about 
$1300. Apply the same plan to the 
Band and then the University 
would be represented by two of the 
finest units of their kind In the 
country and could proudly present 
their programs before any audience 
and against any collegiate compete 
tlon with the expectation of pleas- 
ing the audience and Impressinc the 
Judges. ^

But the job consists of more than 
just sitting behind the giant "PBX" 
switchboard. Clicking keys and 
pushing and pulling telephone 
plugs. For Mrs. Pfaefflin is a veri- 
table information bureau. 

When she hears a buzzing sound 
and a colored light appears, she can 
expect to be calied upon to do most 
anything — and sometimes she does. 

There may be a call for Western 
Union or Postal Telegraph Service. 
Someone may desire the Univer- 
sity’s messenger boy. A professor 
may be anxious to place a rush 
longMittanre call. Or the public 
may be calling to find out when a 
game is icheduled or how late the 
library Is open. 

And she answers these requests 
efflciently'and promptly, or makes 
connections so that the Information 
may be secured. Mrs, Pfaefflin, a 
native of Pennsylvania, came to the 
University 10 years ago and was 
the only operator at the time. To- 
day, the telephone service has 
grown to such an extent that two 
additional operators have been 
added. Mrs. KUchner assists her 
during the day, and Mrs. Walker 
takes care of the late afternoon 
and early evening calls.

• THE LITERARY artist must 
not necessarily be obli^d 
to write on social and economic 
issues of his day unless he feels 
an inward compulsion to do so, 
Was the conclusion reached by 
Prof. Courtland Baker, of the Eng- 
lish Department, in his talk before 
the Literary Club last week on 
"New Moralism In Modern Litera- 
ture." 

Prof. Baker dealt with the transi- 
tion of the writers of the 1930’s 
from the carefree style of the '2b’s 
to the definite trend toward stress 
on the remedying of, or exposure 
of economic conditions, citing 
Thomas Mann, as an example. In 
hi* wrtlngs on the political and so- 
cial conditions as an exile from 
Gernlany.

So gaze into the magic crystal 
and take yourself back to the 
time when your mother had dif- 
ficulty in keeping the back of 
your ears clean. It will get you Into 
a better frame of mind for this laic 
of Jack A. Jones. SMperlntendcnt of , 
Janitors, and the job he has in 
"keeping the ears of the University" 
clean. 

It takes a lot of suppIle.K. men. 
and hard work to keep the school 
buildings In ftrst-class condition.' 
I.4ist year alone, the University con- 
sumed 500 gallons of wax, 1000 gal- 
lons of hand soap, and 600 gallons 
of scrubbing soap. 

A cleaning foree of approximately 
49 men and women under Jones’ 
supervision, work- ail hours of tho 
day and night,' scrubbing, dusting, 
waxing and polishing. ' 

In addition to this force, 21 stu- 
dents. all college athletes with the 
exception of one, clean in the eve- 
nings and on Sundays. "And let me 
tell you," Jones said, "they're good 
workers. Don't let anyone tell you 
that athletes can't work. They sure 
can. They do a splendid job, con- 
sidering the fact that they have 
their studies and sport activities to 
worry about." 

Excellent Maintenance 
Jones, who has charge of all the 
buildings on the r.ampus, sorority 
hall and the medical school, said 
that the University buildings were 
the best maintained throughout the. 
entli;e Country. Hall .floors are 
waxed twice a day, and all class- 
rooms and offices once a day. 

The desks are washed and waxed 
at scheduled times, and the erasers 
are cleaned every day. Windows 
are washed on the average of 5 to 6 
times a year. 

Jones, who Is considered by his 
associates to be ^'the best handler 
of workers In this part of the coun- 
try," came to Che University mqre 
than 8 years ago from Baylor Uni- 
versity. At one time, he assisted in 
scouting for football players for the 
University, and played football 
many years when he attended 
school. 

He takes great delight in telling 
of the' janitor's baseball team and 
the game.s they play In Virginia, 
Maryland, and the District. 

"Our workers are the best treated 
In the country,” the jolly supervisor 
said. 

"They are each furnl.shed with 
two uniforms, and four sjiirts. and 
the Unlvertity cleans, maintains, 
and replacea'them. In addition, the 
workers receive good pay. and have 
good worker’s compensation and 
sick beneflts," he added. 

When he Isn't Iwnting dirt. Jones 
enjoys hunting. ilShlng and hiking, 
for he Is a "lover of the outdoors." 
He rai.ses pet bulldogs, and even, 
though his Job calls 'upon him to 
he ready for service at any moment, 
Jones manages to spend a great 
deal of hts time with his family. .

• WHEN AN Indian grave was 
discovered on his father’s farm, 
Mitchell Dreese, professor of 
educational psychblogy af the 
University, knew' that his hobby, 
collecting Indian relics, had been 
realized. 

The old grave revealed wampum, 
tomahawks,, bones, etc., and started 
Dreese in searching the lands up 
and down the Potomac River as far 
up as Harrier's Ferry for the old 
relics. 

So much did he become intrigued 
with his hobby that he purchased a 
plot of ground near Chain Bridge, 
on the Virginia side, and built a 
home on the Old Seminole Indian 
Trail. His home was the site of an 
old Indian vllage. Here the Indians 
camped and Ashed, and redskins 
came from miles around to the Lit- 
tle Falls to take In their year’s sup- 
ply of fish. 

Strangely enough, he has found 
as many as .50 arrow heads in the 
environs of Chain Bridge; He ex- 
plained that the average person 
walks right over these precious 
relics, unaware that they are there. 

Professor Dreese itkes nothin/ 
belter than to get in his canoe chi 
a Sunday afternoon, paddle up the 
Potomoc and explore. When a likely 
looking spo^ strikes his eye, he 
parks his canoe on the beach add 
tramps around to his heart’s con- 
tent, ever on the lookout for his In- 
dian "treasure." 

• Ilia collection includes skinning 
knives, numerous arrowheads, spear 
points, ceremonial stones, wampum, 
bracelets, etc. His most prized pos- 
session is a deer antler (cut into a 
spear point by the Indians), which 
he found In a cave at Harper's 
Ferry. Growing more curiou.s, fur- 
ther search brought untold tteasure 
In the form of arrowheads, stone 
chips, and ceremonial stones. ^ 

Further Indication of his en- 
thusiasm came when he broke the 
ice of the Potomac River at Seneca 
to get a skinning knife. His favor- 
ite dream is to some day cOme 
across an old buried Indian viltaie, 
have about three months’ spare 
time, and dig for relics to his heart's 
content.

activity delegates, and a fourth 
Council member. 

The Student Comptroller was spe- 
cifically Instructed to ascertain ex- 
actly how much money will be bud- 
geted by the Council from the ac- 
tivity fee. His duties on the-commlt* 
tee will, betides, be to make budget 
recommendations. 

Previous budgets have contained 
seven items, but the new set-up will 
classify them Into four groups. The 
Music Representative on the Coun- 
cil will examine the needs of the 
Band and Glee Club, and will pre- 
sent recommendations to the Com- 
mittee of the whole. The Publica- 
tions Representative make recom- 
mendations for The Hatchet, the 
Cherry Tree and the Handbook, 
while the Forensics Representative 
will investigate the needs of Debate 
and Drama. A fourth sub-committee 
wilt examine the needs of the Coun- 
cil Itself, for its operating expenses. 

According to the motion intro- 
duced by Frank Ford Burnet, For- 
ensics Representative, the set-up 
outlined will be effective pending a 
permanent set-up of a Budget Com- 
mittee. 

The most notable achievement of 
this year’s Finance Committee was 
their cogitation for two months over 
the budget handed to them by the 
Administration, then presentation 
to the Council for approval, un- 
changed.

A month later the Reserve had 
been Inereaaed to forty officers and 
1,047 enlisted men. The maximum 
strength the Reserves attained dur- 
ing the World War was 276 officers 
and 5,908 enllated men.
